out n ature. 
It is computed that the 
waters of the ocean con tain silver to 
the value of ten thousan d million s of 
d ollars. 
Un like gold , however, silver, 
when freed from the rocks where it is 
buried , is d riven in to n ow combin a­ 
tion s by the elemen ts, or even d is­ 
sipated an d lost. 
Hen ce there is n o 
silver “placer” min in g, but it has to 
be con d ucted by subterran ean d ig- 


i gin g. an d the operation s are expen ­ 
sive. 
Careful experts have con clud ed 
that gold an d silver have cost all they 
| are worth in actual labor, an d it is a 


j matter of some d oubt whether they 
have n ot been prod uced at a loss. 
The “ratio” of the two metals has 
greatly varied . 
In an cien t Arabia 
silver was of the greater value, but 
sin ce the seven th cen tury the ratio 
has varied from 7 to 1 to 16 to 1. The 
lin es of the Burlin gton Route reach 
the Colorad o an d Black Hills d istricts, 
besid es bein g the favorite route from 
the Northwest to Chicago an d St.

o f DIm m *. 
Tho in ven tion of tho kin etoaoope, 
^hiofi is attractin g a Isrgs amoun t 
of popular in terests resembles some 
of Mr. Ed ison ’s other in ven tion s in 
bein g really an Improvemen t on or 
an ad aptation of d iscoveries of other 
on . This in n o way implies that 
the fame of the American in ven tor 
is un d eserved . 
On the con trary, it 
is d uo to his gen ius that mere experi­ 
men ts of scien tists have been con ­ 
verted in to thin gs of real an d lastin g 
ben efit to civilization . Sir Humphry 
Davy d iscovered that carbon could 
be ren d ered In can d escen t in a cur­ 
ren t of electricity, an d that oxygen 
oon sumed the carbon , but it remain ­ 
ed for Ed ison to exclud e the oxygen 
an d to give the electric light to civili­ 
zation . 
The main essen tials of the 
phon ograph wore in use before Ed i- 
ion con ceived the id ea of makin g a 
practical use of the machin e. The 
Muybrid ge photographs were the

It has been proclaimed that tho 
time is n ow at han d when books an d 
theaters will beoome rarities, an d 
the average citizen will bo con ten t 
to use the phon ograph an d the kin et- 
osoopo for his pleasure. Such a pre­ 
d iction is oversan guin e as yet for 
tho reason that these in ven tion s are 
n ot yet perfect. Tho beauty <# con ­ 
certed musio or of rare sin gin g is 
still marred by the electric whir an d 
the false soun d s that issue from the 
phon ograph's d iaphragm. The splen ­ 
d id color an d d azzlin g luster of the 
opera’s stage are as yet beyon d the 
grasp of the kin etoscope. 
Perhaps 
those thin gs may come somo d ay, 
but they have n ot como yet, an d in 
tho mean time the presen t gen eration 
is con cern ed chiefly with tho thin gs 
of tod ay. 
The telephon e, for in - 
stan ce, is of more immed iate use to 
civilization than are tho phon ograph 
an d kin etoscope combin ed . 
Scien ce has alread y foun d certain 
uses for Mr. Ed ison ’s later in ven ­ 
tion s, however. 
The phon ograph 
coun terfeits 
jx'rman en tly 
man y 
soun d s that are useful to thorapeu- 
tics—tho n ormal an d un soun d heart 
beats, “ rales” in the lun gs, certain 
vocal soun d s d epen d in g upon special 
con d ition s of the throat or ton sils. 
It is of d ecid ed ben efit to scien ce to 
have perman en t record s that can al­ 
ways be of easy access without re­ 
course to a special patien t. 
In the 
same way the kin etosoopo promises 
to be of great utility to med ical 
scien co by reprod ucin g physical ac­ 
tion that can be stud ied in d etail or 
comprehen sively, as the stud en t d e­ 
sires. In this city some effort in that 
d irection has alread y been un d er­ 
taken , an d more will be d eveloped 
from timo to time, especially in n erv­ 
ous d isord ers that brin g on certain 
physical action that is often so vio­ 
len t an d vigorous as to baffle an y at­ 
tempt at close stud y by mean s of the 
un aid ed eye. 
The Muybrid ge photographs show­ 
ed some years ago that the eye was 
un reliable for the d otection of the 
absolute d etails of rapid an imal mo­ 
tion . 
In stan tan eous photography 
alon e gives n correct represen tation 
of the d ifferen t attitud es taken by 
men or an imals in rapid action , an d 
it is quite possible that med ical 
scien ce may achieve fresh d iscover­ 
ies by tho help of tho kin etoscope. 
Thus, in stud yin g the muscular ac­ 
tion that results from certain n erve 
d isord ers, it may bo possible to trace 
the n ervos which are affected . Even 
in less complicated cases, like lame- 
n ess, a surgeon may he able to reach 
con clusion s with greater quickn ess 
an d certain ty by securin g tho d etails 
of muscular action of the affected 
limb, as the speed of the kin etoscope 
may bo regulated at will. 
Alto­ 
gether, then , while the reprod uction 
of gran d opera for tho multitud e 
may be a mutter of the remote fu 
ture, the kin etoscope is somethin g 
of more use to civilization than a 
mere pictorial toy.—Boston Ad ver­ 
tiser.

Silver. 
Simultaneously with the adjourn­ 
ment of congress came the announce­ 
ment of tho proposed formation of a 
“silver party,” a political organization 
whose chief plank should be action in 
regard to the use of silver as coined 
money. 
Perhaps at this time a few 
non political facts in regard to silver 
may he of interest. Like gold, silver 
is almost universally diffused through­ 
out nature. 
It is computed that the 
waters of the ocean contain silver to 
the value of ten thousand millions of 
dollars. Unlike gold, however, silver, 
when freed from the rocks where it is 
buried, is driven into new combina­ 
tions by the elements, or even dis­ 
sipated and lost. 
Hence there is no 
silver “placer” mining, hut it has to 
be conducted by subterranean dig­ 
ging, aud the operations are expen­ 
sive. Careful experts have concluded 
that gold and silver have cost all they 
are worth in actual labor, and it is a 
matter of some doubt whether they 
have not been produced at a loss. 
Tlie “ratio” of the two metals has 
greatly varied. 
In ancient Arabia 
silver was of the greater value, but 
since the seventh century the ratio 
has varied from 7 to I to 16 to I. Tbe 
lines of the Burlington Route reach 
the Colorado and Black Hills districts, 
besides being the favorite route from 
the Northwest to Chicago and St. 
Louis.

Recent Usee of the Invention In the Stndf 
of Disease. 
The invention of the kinetosoope, 
jvbiofi lq attritin g a large amount 
of popular interest, resembles some 
of Mr. Edison’s other inventions in 
being really an improvement on or 
an adaptation of discoveries of other 
ion. This in no way implies that 
tho fame of the American inventor 
is undeserved. On the contrary, it 
is due to his genius that mere experi­ 
ments of scientists have been con­ 
verted into things of real and lasting 
benefit to civilization. Sir Humphry 
Davy discovered that carbon could 
be rendered incandescent in a cur­ 
rent of electricity, and that oxygen 
consumed the carbon, but it remain­ 
ed for Edison to exclude the oxygen 
and to give the electric light to civili­ 
zation. The main essentials of the 
phonograph were in use before Edi­ 
son conceived tho idea of making a 
practical use of the machine. The 
Muybridge photographs were the 
A— 
— mM tis* LA- * 
ava ur tinner* va uau a. Anemoscope. 
It baa been proclaimed that tho 
time is now at hand when hooks and 
theaters will beoome rarities, and 
the average citizen will be content 
to use the phonograph and the kinet­ 
osoope for his pleasure. Such a pre­ 
diction is oversanguine as yet for 
the reason that these inventions are 
not yet perfect. The beauty 
con­ 
certed musio or of rare singing is 
still marred by the electric whir and 
the false sounds that issue from the 
phonograph’s diaphragm. The splen­ 
did color and dazzling luster of the 
opera’s stage are as yet beyond the 
grasp of the kinetoscope. Perhaps 
these things may oome some day, 
but they have not corno yet, and in 
the meantime the present generation 
is concerned chiefly with the things 
of today. The telephone, for in- 
stance, is of more immediate use to 
civilization than are the phonograph 
and kinetoscope combined. 
Science has already found certain 
uses for Mr. Edison's later inven­ 
tions, however. The phonograph 
counterfeits 
permanently 
many 
sounds that are useful to therapeu­ 
tics—the normal and unsound heart 
beats, “rales” in the lungs, certain 
vocal sounds depending upon special 
conditions of the throat or tonsils. 
It is of decided benefit to science to 
have permanent records that can al­ 
ways be of easy access without re­ 
course to a special patient. In the 
same way the kinetosoope promises 
to he of great utility to medical 
science by reproducing physical ac­ 
tion that can be studied in detail or 
comprehensively, as the student de­ 
sires. In this city some effort in that 
direction has already been under­ 
taken, and more will be developed 
from time to time, especially in nerv­ 
ous disorders that bring on certain 
physical action that is often so vio­ 
lent and vigorous as to baffle any at­ 
tempt at close study by means of the 
unaided eye. 
The Muybridge photographs show­ 
ed some years ago that the eye was 
unreliable for the detection of the 
absolute details of rapid animal mo­ 
tion. 
Instantaneous photography 
alone gives a correct representation 
of the different attitudes taken by 
men or animals in rapid action, and 
it is quite possible that medical 
science may achieve fresh discover­ 
ies by the help of the kinetosoope. 
Thus, in studying th© muscular ac­ 
tion that results from certain nerve 
disorders, it may be possible to trace 
the nerves which are affected. Even 
in less complicated cases, like lame­ 
ness, a surgeon may be able to reach 
conclusions with greater quickness 
and certainty by securing the details 
of muscular action of the affected 
limb, as the speed of the kinetoscope 
may be regulated at will. Alto­ 
gether, then, while the reproduction 
of grand opera for the multitude 
may he a matter of the remote fu 
tare, the kinetosoope is something 
of more use to civilization than a 
mere pictorial toy.—Boston Adver­ 
tiser.

Silver. 


Sim ultaneously with the adjourn­ 
ment of congress came the announce­ 
ment of the proposed formation of a 
“silver party,” a political organization 
whose chief plank should be action in 
regard to the use of silver as coined 
money. 
Perhaps at this time a few 
non political facts in regard to silver 
may he of interest. 
Like gold, silver 
is almost universally diffused through­ 
out nature. 
It is com puted that the 
waters of the ocean contain silver to 
the value of ten thousand millions of 
dollars. 
Unlike gold, however, silver, 
when freed from the rocks where it is 
buried, is driven into new combina­ 
tions by the elements, or even dis­ 
sipated and lost. 
Hence there is no 
silver “placer” mining, but it has to 
be conducted by subterranean dig­ 
ging, Htnl the operations are expen­ 
sive. 
Careful experts have concluded 
that gold and silver have cost all they 
are worth in actual labor, and it is a 
matter of s o m e doubt whether they 
have not been 
produced at a loss. 
The “ratio” of the two metals has 
greatly varied. 
In ancient Arabia 
silver was of the greater value, but 
since the seventh century the ratio 
has varied from 7 to 1 to 16 to 1. 
The

In every line and in every charac­ 
ter Mr. Thomas has succeeded splen­ 
didly to preserve the time-honored 
customs, language aud manners of the 
interior of the great southern state. 
“Alabama” is well staged and a 
particularly effective setting is the 
third act, a ruined gateway on the 
plantiation, whore a dismantled can- 
uon speaks of the days of civil war aud 
brings its lessons aud yet where na­ 
ture, more kind than man, has covered 
the relics of the bloody strife with 
flowers and plants. 
Mr. Bainbridge’s company of play­ 
ers did full justice to the demands of 
the cast. The large audience was well 
entertained through all of the four 
acts, not only by the play, which holds 
the attention from first to last, but by 
the very superior work of the players 
as well. 
The love romances of old 
aud young were presented in a refresh­ 
ing manner and true to the character 
of the Southern chivalry, with whom 
indeed, love never grow s cold.

MEDICAL KIN ETOSCOPES. 


llfffn t 1’im of the Invention In the Rtad) 
of Diseaee. 
The invention of the kinetoscope, 
^vhioR is attracting a large amount 
of popular interest., resembles some 
of Mr. Edison’s other inventions in 
being really an Improvement on or 
an adaptation of discoveries of other 
on. 
This in no way implies that 
tho fame of the Amenoan inventor 
is undoserved. 
On the contrary, it 
is due to his genius that mere experi­ 
ments of scientists have been con­ 
verted into things of real and lasting 
benefit to civilization. Sir Humphry 
Davy discovered that carbon could 
be rendered incandescent in a cur­ 
rent of electricity, and that oxygen 
consumed the carbon, but it remain­ 
ed for Edison to exclude the oxygen 
and to give the electric light to civili­ 
zation. 
The main essentials of the 
phonograph were in use before Edi­ 
son conceived tho idea of making a 
practioal use of the machine. The 
Muybridge photographs were the 
— . 
luioi unners dj wu *.inetosoopo. 
It has been proclaimed that the 
time is now at hand when books and 
theaters will become rarities, and 
tho average citizen will bo content 
to use the phonograph and the kinot- 
osoope for his pleasure. Such a pro­ 
diction is oversanguino as yet for 
tho reason that those inventions are 
not yet perfect. 
Tho beauty <# con­ 
certed musio or of rare singing is 
still marred by tho oloctric whir and 
tho false sounds that issue from the 
phonograph’s diaphragm. Tho splen­ 
did color and dazzling luster of tho 
opera’s stage aro as yet beyond the 
grasp of tho kinctoscopo. 
Perhaps 
those things may come somo day, 
but they have not come yet, and in 
tho meantime the present generation 
is concerned chiefly with the things 
of today. 
The telephone, for in­ 
stance, is of more immediate use to 
civilization than aro the phonograph 
and kinetoscope combined. 
Science has already found certain 
uses for Mr. Edison’s later inven­ 
tions, however. 
Tho phonograph 
counterfeits 
jiermanently 
many 
sounds that are useful to therapeu­ 
tics—the normal and unsound heart 
beats, “rales” in the lungs, certain 
vocal sounds depending upon spocial 
conditions of the throat or tonsils. 
It is of decided benefit to science to 
have permanent records that can al­ 
ways bo of easy access without re­ 
course to a special patient. 
In tho 
same way the kinetosoopo promises 
to be of great utility to medical 
scienco by reproducing physical ac­ 
tion that can be studied in detail or 
comprehensively, as the student do- 
sires. In this city somo effort in that 
direction has already been under­ 
taken, and more will be developed 
from time to time, especially in nerv­ 
ous disorders that bring 011 certain 
physical action that is often so vio­ 
lent and vigorous as to baffle any at­ 
tempt at close study by moans of tho 
unaided eye. 
The Muybridge photographs show­ 
ed somo years ago that tho oye was 
unreliable for tho dotection of the 
absolute details of rapid animal mo­ 
tion. 
Instantaneous photography 
alone gives a correct representation 
of the different attitudes taken by 
men or animals in rapid action, and 
it is quite possible that medical 
science may achieve fresh discover­ 
ies by the help of the kinetoscope. 
Thus, in studying the muscular ac­ 
tion that results from certain nerve 
disorders, it may bo jiossiblo to trace 
the nerves which aro affected. Even 
in less complicated cases, liko lame­ 
ness, a surgeon may be able to reach 
conclusions with greater quickness 
and certainty by securing tho details 
of muscular action of the affected 
limb, as the speed of the kinetoscope 
may bo regulated at will. 
Alto­ 
gether, then, while the reproduction 
of grand opera for tho multitude 
may bo a matter of tho remote fu 
ture, the kinetoscope is something 
of more use to civilization than a 
mere pictorial toy.—Boston Adver­ 
tiser.

One of the stran g est languages iu 
llu* world, used for tin* queerest |>ur- 
jmses, is the ‘‘cam phor language,” of 
Johore, a eonniry of 1 1: * * Malay P en ­ 
insula. 
Il has lately l>cen studied and 
I'oported upon by Mr. Lake, an E n g ­ 
lish engineer in the service of the 
Sultan of Johore. T his language is 
called the “ Faulting K apor.” or cam ­ 
phor language, and is used by the na­ 
tives and ail others who are engaged 
gatln-ring the products of the M alay­ 
an eaniphoi 
tree, and only at th a t 
time. 
If they use either of the lan ­ 
guages of the region, the Malay or the 
aborigina 1 J.akun, the natives believe 
that they could not obtain any cam ­ 
phor, and for a >n< st curious reason, 
'.'in* cam phor tree. 1 >ryolralanops cam- 
phoi 1, grows abundantly in certain 
p arts of the peninsula, but only occa­ 
sionally contains 
cam phor 
crystals. 
The cam phor is m>t the sam e as that 
obtained from the cam phor laurel of 
Formosa and Japan, which is ono of 
the source of the ordinary cam phor 
of commerce. 
It is a sort very high­ 
ly prized by the Chinese in the em ­ 
balm ing of their dead, in ineenso and 
it*, medicine, and the gum brings much 
more than common camphor. 
The M alayans and other Johore na­ 
tives believe that each speci* s of a 
tree has a spirit or divinity that pre­ 
sides over its aflairs. The spirit of 
the cam phor iroe is known by tbo 
nam e of Pisan 
literally "a w om an.” 
H er resting place is n ear the trees; 
and when at night a peculiar mdse is 
1 teard in the woods, resem bling that of 
a eieada, the Pisan is believed to be 
ringing, and cam phor will surely be 
found in the neighborhood. 
Put the 
spirit of tin* cam phor tree seem s to 
be jealous of the precious t^utn. and 
must be propitiated and if sin* knows 
that hunters are in quest of it. she 
will endeavor to 
turn 
their steps 
aside. So it is necessary to speak in 
it tongue which she docs not under­ 
stand. 
For this purpose the ‘‘cam phor 
language.” lias been invented. 
It con­ 
sists of a m ixture of Jaktin and Ma­ 
lay words, but tin sc are curiously al­ 
tered or reversed; and the natives 
positively 
believe that 
the divinity 
of the cam phor tree is completely con­ 
fused. The Jaktins 
who hunt 
tho 
cam phor a re one of tho wildest of 
people, but inoffensive. They live, to­ 
gether with monkeys, dogs. cats, in­ 
num erable fowls, and perhaps a tam e 
liornhill 
in perfect harmony, under 
m ovable leaf shelters built on pol$*s 
In the woods.

tion, and Mrs. W illiams w as arrested. 
She showed no evidences of insanity 
and told the 
story of

crim e in a calm voice. 
She said she 
had m ade up her mind last w eek to 
•kill herself and her children, and cam e 
to Columbus for th a t purpose.

secured some opium and all three 
took the drug.

Tht party went down to ex­ 
am ine the country with a vl*w to the 
im provem ent of a valuable concession 
m ade by the Venezuelan government 
same years ago, and which, through 
the default of the original grantees, <»i 
whom Mr. Bowman 
was

pass Into new hands. 
Mr. G rant says 
that lie was very much impressed 
with the appearance of the country 
so far as lie has exam ined it. 
1 he offered concession em braces a 
tract of land near the mouth of the 
Orinoco river, running 125 miles north 
and south of it. and It extends from 
fifteen to fifty miles east nnd west. 
There is a vast am ount of very tint* 
hard timl>er upon the land, com pris­ 
ing mahogany, dye tvo»ds. rosewood, 
ete. 
There are num erous iron mines 
there also. 
The concession also em ­ 
braces 
Trinidad 
island with its bi­ 
tum inous lake, and

island, on which is a lake of the sam e

It is probable that a com­ 
pany. comprising the men who went 
to Venezuela and some of their Min­ 
nesota friends, will take up this con­ 
cession, which the return to pow er of 
the party originally granting It al­ 
lows, and will develop it to the u t­ 
most.
